C. APPROVED MINUTES
1. August 17, 2017 Water and Wastewater Standing Committee meeting minutes — Approved.

D. DISCUSSION ITEMS
1. Discussion regarding Plant No. 1 Odor Control.
Project Manager Sadler provided an update regarding the Plant No. 1 Odor Control related to a Vendor
evaluating the situation with the odor at Plant No. 1 (Odorize System) for the Influent Pump Station. There was
discussion regarding the odorize system related to an annual cost; $850.00/month to rent, $5,000 to purchase
the fan, and the drum is $2,300; this would be a CIP Project. Discussion included the consideration of Resident
complaints is determining justification of costs vs. benefits.

Recommendation to move Agenda item D-2 Filtration Project to D-5.

2. Update regarding Lead Pipe Inventory.

General Manager Davies provided an update regarding the Lead Pipe Inventory. Research determined that we
do not have any lead pipe; some lead may be in the brass fittings that are used, however, this is not a factor in
the inventory. There was discussion regarding the fact that the Town of Discovery Bay does not have any lead
service pipes. The recommendation from the Water and Wastewater Committee is to provide a future update to
the Board regarding an explanation of the research done related to lead not in the Town of Discovery Bay
service pipes.

3. Update regarding the “Bi-Annual Well Testing”.

District Water Engineer Shobe provided an update regarding the “Bi-Annual Well Testing” related to the testing
being every 2 years to determine the condition of the Wells; this is provided as an update only. There was
discussion regarding the testing being done in October and the report of the testing will be provided at the
November 16, 2017 Water and Wastewater Committee meeting.
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4. Discussion regarding the Proposed PLC Project Update for the Newport Water Treatment Plant.

District Water Engineer Shobe provided an update regarding the Proposed PLC Project for the Newport Water
Treatment Plant related to the item being on the CIP for this FY, and the Radio Communication issues. There
was discussion regarding the age of the current system at Newport, and the life expectancy of the Radio
Communication System. The discussion continued regarding separating out the Radio Communication System
from the PLC Project.

5. Update regarding the Filtration Project.

District Engineer Harris provided an update regarding the Filtration Project related to being substantially
complete; final testing scheduled for next week. Test is scheduled for Title 22 performance the 1% week of
October. There was discussion related to the Filtration Project being on-line; also the FRP Planking is not
complete; not receiving the items due to Hurricane Harvey. The discussion continued related to Title 22
requirements; passing the test in October, filing a report with the State, and to be certified as a Title 22 Plant an
O&M manual is needed. The O&M manual needs to be complete by 2022; the Filters need to be on-line and
operating by December 31, 2017. There is a CIP for the O&M manual.
